W A S H IN G T O N (A P ) — Point­ 
ing to the threat of a nationwide 
rail strike in the near fu tu re. 
President Nix on resu bmitted to 
Congress today his 19 70 plan to 
deal with threatened national 
em ergency labor dispu tes in the 
rail, airline, m aritim e, long­ 
shore and tru cking indu stries. 
A controv ersial featu re of the 
proposal wou ld open the way to 
an imposed settlement shou ld 
indu stry and employ e negotia 
tors reach 
an 
im passe that 
cou ld lead to a walkou t endan­ 
gering the national health or 
safety . 
Called a “ final offer selec­ 
tion" plan, organized labor re ­ 


gards it as a form of compu lso- 
r> arbitration and opposes it 
strongly . 
Nix on first proposed the legis­ 
lativ e 
package, 
called 
the 
E m ergency Pu blic Protection 
Bill, last Feb. 27 Congress did 
not ev en hold hearings on the 
proposal. 
In his latest m essage, Nix on 
wrote: 
“ The legislation I propose to­ 
day wou ld establish a fram e­ 
work for settling emergency 
transportation dispu tes in a re a ­ 
sonable and orderly fashion, 
fair to parties and withou t the 
shattering impact on the pu blic 
of a transportation shu t down I 


u rge that this time we not wait 
for the nex t em ergency , bu t 
rather join together in acting 
u pon it now." 
Argu ing for speedy considera­ 
tion. Nix on said, “ If emphasis is 
necessary , we need only re ­ 
m em ber that barely two months 
ago the nation was brou ght to 
the brink of a crippling railroad 
shu tdown, 
the 
strike 
being 
av erted 
only 
by 
legislation 
passed after a walk ou t had ac ­ 
tu ally begu n.” He went on: 
“ That legislation, we shou ld 
also rem em ber, settled little; it 
merely 
postponed 
the strike 
deadline. A few weeks from now 
another railroad strike ov er the 


sam e issu es which precipitated 
the last one is a distinct possi­ 
bility .” 
The Nix on bill wou ld abolish 
em ergency strike prov isions of 
the railway labor act, which ap­ 
ply only to rail and airline dis­ 
pu tes, and su bject all transpor­ 
tation indu stries to the em er 
gencv prov isions of the Taft- 
Hartiey Act 


In the case of national e m er­ 
gency dispu tes in transporta­ 
tion. Nix on also seeks au thority 
to ex tend the present 8 0-day 
“cooling off period” permitted 
u nder Taft-Hartley , for as long 
as 30 additional da v s.

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R E F L E C T IO N S — Three hu n 
dred miles sou th of Stephenson 
Cou nty lies Jackson Cou nty . 
They are v irtu ally eq u al in 
size and popu lation. 
There was less than one per 
cent difference in retail sales 
between them du ring 19 6 9 . 
They each are bo rder co un­ 
ties, Stephenso n to uches Wis­ 
co nsin and Jackso n reaches 
Misso uri, div ided by the Mis­ 
sissippi Riv er. 
Each has a city which do m­ 
inates the co unty , Freepo rt 
fo r Stephenso n and Carbo n- 
dale fo r Jackso n, while in the 
latter there is Murphy sbo ro 
with a po pulatio n o f abo ut 10 ,- 
0 0 0 . Stephenso n has no sec­ 
o nd city nearing this size. 
Freeport popu lation 
is abou t 
29 .000 while Carbondale has ju st 
ov er 24,000 residents. 
In Freeport there is a com ­ 
m u ter college. Highland, while 
Carbondale is the home of a m a ­ 
jor state u niv ersity , Sou thern 
Illinois. 
While retail sales between the 
two cou nties is almost eq u al, 
per capita retail sales in C ar­ 
bondale w ere 13.5 per cent less 
than in Freeport. Yet, Carbon­ 
dale has a considerably higher 
effectiv e bu y ing 
income per 
hou sehold than Freeport, $16 ,- 
7 8 6 to $10,302. 
This colu mn is not com paring 
the two cou nties becau se of 
similarities bu t rather becau se 
one has a characteristic which 
is topped by only one cou nty in 
the state. 
Jackso n 
Co unty 
burg lary 
rate is 1,043 per 100,000 po pu­ 
latio n, which is seco nd o nly to 
Peo ria Co unty where the rate 
is 1 ,1 0 5. The burg lary rate fo r 
Chicag o is 1,030. 
Fu rtherm ore, the crim e rate 
in Jackson Cou nty is ex ceeded 
only by St. Clair, Rock Island, 
Peoria cou nties and the city of 
Chicago. 
In 
Jackson 
Cou nty 
2,29 5 crim es are com m itted per 
100.000 residents. 
The 
other 
cou nties rates listed in order 
they appear abov e are, 2,459 , 
2,310and 2,7 47 . The rate for Chi­ 
cago is 3,6 28 . 
Bu rglary is predominantly a 
crim e of y ou ths: 53.4 per cent 
are com m itted by those u nder 
18 y ears of age. 
Fu rtherm ore, 53.7 per cent of 
bu rglaries are com m itted by 
blacks. 
Also, 56 .4 per cent of bu r­ 
glaries 
com m itted 
by 
those 
u nder 18 are by blacks. 
Jackso n 
Co unty 
has 
a 
mix ed po pulatio n. 
Its wealth is no t as ev enly 
spread amo ng the po pulatio n 
as is Stephenso n’s. Fifty per 
cent o f Jackso n’s po pulatio n 
hav e inco mes under $6 ,0 0 0 ; 
while in Stephenso n the per-

centag e dro ps to 44 per cent. 
While in each cou nty , 50 per 
cent of the residents’ incomes 
are u nder $3,000 or ov er $10,000, 
in Carbondale the percentage 
ju m ps to 57 while in Freeport it 
stops at 54. 
In Carbondale, almost 6 ou t of 
10 families hav e incomes u nder 
$3,000 or ov er $10,000. 
In Jackson Cou nty while the 
ov erall spread is sim ilar to that 
for Stephenson, one in ev ery 
fou r families in Jackson Cou nty 
has an income of less than $3,000 
while one in fiv e are in that c a t­ 
egory in Stephenson. 
The m argin is ev en greater 
between Carbondale and F re e ­ 
port. Like its cou nty , one in fou r 
families in Carbondale hav e in­ 
comes u nder $3,000 while in 
Freeport the nu m ber declines to 
one in almost six families.

(AP) — A battery problem de­ 
v eloped in the Apollo 14 lu nar 
landing v ehicle today ju st hou rs 
before the astronau ts were to 
orbit the moon. 
Apollo 14 had swept into the 
grasp of lu nar grav ity and sped 
toward a Thu rsday morning or­ 
bit. 
There was no im m ediate indi­ 
cation of the sev erity of the 
problem or whether it cou ld 
block an attem pt at a moon 
landing Friday . 
No official annou ncement was 
m ade, bu t sou rces reported the 
difficu lty was with one of two 
batteries in the ascent stage of 
the lu nar modu le the astronau ts 
call Antares. 
The word cam e as astronau ts 
Alan B. Shepard Jr., E dgar D. 
Mitchell and Stu art A. Roosa 
started a nine-hou r sleep period, 
resting for the gru eling day s 
ahead in the v icinity of the 
moon. 
Shepard and Mitchell earlier 
today had entered the lu nar ship 
throu gh a connecting tu nnel, 
and after a two and one-half 
hou r inspection Shepard pro­ 
nou nced it “ im m acu late.” 
The sou rces said that du ring 
the lu nar modu le check Shepard 
and Mitchell had tested the bat­ 
teries and that grou nd indica­ 
tions showed one registering 
37 .1 v olts and the other 37. They 
are su pposed to hav e the sam e 
reading. 
Mission Control officials re ­ 
ported they were stu dy ing the 


possible problem. There was a 
possibility it was only a fau lty 
reading. 
T here are two batteries in the 
ascent stage of the lu nar m od­ 
u le, the cabin section that is de­ 
signed to lift the astronau ts off 
the moon and fly to a rendez­ 
v ou s with the orbiting com m and 
modu le. The descent, or landing 
stage, is left on the moon. 
If one of the two ascent ba t­ 
teries failed, the rem aining bat­ 
tery wou ld prov ide su fficient 
power to accomplish a safe 
takeoff 
and 
rendezv ou s 
and 
docking w ith the com m and ship 
Howev er, it is dou btfu l if Mis­ 
sion Control center wou ld com ­ 
mit Shepard and Mitchell to a 
landing if only one of the ba tte r­ 
ies was fu nctioning. 
There was no indication in the 
air-to-grou nd conv ersation with 
the astronau ts that 
any thing 
was am iss as they settled down 
for the sleep period. 
They w ere awakened shortly 
after they dozed off to correct a 
v alv e setting when Mission Con­ 
trol noted an ex cess ov erboard 
flow of ox y gen. 
E arlier they had telev ised a 
pictu re of the moon, a shim m er­ 
ing half crescent that loomed 
larger 
and 
larger 
as 
earth 
shrank in the distance. 
Mission Control informed the 
astronau ts their families w ere 
in the center watching the tele­ 
cast. 
“ Yeah, 3:15 a.m. (CST) is a 
good time of night to hav e a TV 
show,” Roosa rem arked.

Winds of c ha nge 


"It's th at Damned Gen eration Gap!" 


If opinion or attitude polls have any 
validity—and they usually do; and if 
137 neophyte lawyers are representa­ 
tive of their peers—and they probably 
are; and if lawyers will continue 
to play a predominant role in the gov­ 
ernance of society—as they always 
have in the past, then the social 
changes we have witnessed in recent 
years are mere zephyrs heralding hur­ 
ricane winds of change to come. 
The poll, conducted by the Gallup 
organization for Redbook magazine, 
was taken among 137 graduating law 
students at 20 of the nation’s top law 
schools last spring. 
The just-published results reveal 
that only 7 per cent of the students 
planned careers in a large corporation, 
while 40 per cent preferred “ to serve 
the needs of all people” in a small gen­ 
eral firm. Next most popular career 
choice was the faculty of a law school, 
followed by the Legal Aid Society. 
A large majority—66 per cent—fa­ 
vored easier divorce laws, and an even 
greater number—84 per cent—thought 
abortion should be legalized. 
On the subject of drugs, 77 per cent 
of the law students favored legalizing 
m arijuana, 
but 
most 
advocated 
stronger penalties for organized crime 
and pushers. The prevailing view was 
that drug addiction should be treated 
as a social problem and not a criminal 
one. 
By a heavy majority of 72 per cent, 
the law students called for the abolition 
of capital punishment. 


As indicated by other majorities, 
there was little sympathy among the 
seniors for laws against pornography 
for adults. They were concerned, in all 
parts of the country, against the use of 
the law and law enforcement to re­ 
press minorities and dissenters, and 
about the inability of the poor to get a 
fair shake under the law. 
As one means of determining ap­ 
proval or disapproval of present socie­ 
ty, the students were asked to rate a 
list of well-known public figures. 
The man “ least admired” was At­ 
torney General John Mitchell. Over 50 
per cent of the students characterized 
the nation’s chief law enforcement of­ 
ficer as “ repressive” and “ totalita­ 
rian.” 
By far the “ most admired” public 
figure was Ralph Nader, who was 
praised by 67 per cent of the students, 
both conservatives and liberals, for his 
crusades on behalf of the American 
consumer against big corporations. 
These students are now graduated 
and embarked on their careers. Some 
will go into politics, taking seats in 
state legislatures, and eventually Con­ 
gress, where they will write the laws a 
future generation of Americans will 
live under. In a few years, others will 
begin moving onto benches in local and 
state courts, and eventually the federal 
system, where they will pass judgment 
on those laws and on lawbreakers. 
This is the real revolution, a contin­ 
uation of the revolution that was begun 
in America more than 180 years ago. 


Ele me nta l triumphs 


Ancient man recognized four “ ele­ 
ments” —earth, air, fire and water. A 
century and a half ago, man was con­ 
cerned with obtaining less than a score 
of chemical elements to survive and to 
support his industries. 
Today, notes William L. Newman, a 
scientist with the U.S. Geological Sur­ 
vey, we must locate sources for more 
than 80 elements, many of which are 
needed in large quantities. In the past 
decade alone, 16 elements have been 
added to the list required to nourish the 
industrial sinews. 
They bear such exotic names as 
palladium, ruthenium, praseodymium, 


ytterbirum, thulium and erbium. Many 
of these elements attained commercial 
use during the past few years because 
of new developments in color television 
and lasers. 


A total of 104 chemical elements are 
now recognized. Many are short-lived 
radioisotopes created in reactors and 
not found in nature. 


“ But by the end of the 1970s,” pre­ 
dicts Newman, “ I suspect that man 
will find important used for nearly all 
the known elements.” 
And God gave man dominion over 
the earth and everything in it . . . 


U.N.'s v e rbos ity costs 


If, as Winston Churchill said, jaw- 
jaw is better than war-war, the United 
Nations is doing a tremendous job of 
keeping the peace. 
In 1969, 525 million pages of docu­ 
ments were printed at U.N. headquar­ 
ters in New York, almost half that 
many were printed in Geneva. 
As Richard Walton points out in 
“ Vista,” the magazine of the United 
Nations Association of the U.S.A., the 
first figure is equivalent to two million 
250-page books, more than are con­ 
tained in any but the world’s largest li­ 
braries. 
Walton, former U.N. correspondent 
for the Voice of America, notes that 
about one-seventh of the gross U.N. 
budget goes for documentation. That’s 
$23 million a year just for paperwork 
the cost of transcription, translation 
into the U.N.’s four official languages, 


editing, reproduction, distribution and 
storage. 
To make a verbatim record in four 
languages for a single meeting of three 
hours requires a team of 32 reporters 
and 36 typists—and there were some 
2,650 meetings at the New York head­ 
quarters in 1969. 


The U.N., of course, could not do its 
work properly without adequate re­ 
ports, studies and records. But at the 
same time as members complain 
about the proliferation of documents, 
they continue to establish new com­ 
mittees, hold more meetings and issue 
more reports. 


“ The United Nations needs money 
so badly,” writes Walton. “ What a ter­ 
rible irony that so much of what little it 
has is spent not on people but on 
words.”

A little statistical fuel for argu­ 
ments over the need for federal reve­ 
nue sharing with the states: 
Americans paid an average of $480 
in taxes to state and local governments 
in 
fiscal 
1969, 
reports 
Commerce 
Clearing House. This was a leap of $42 
over the previous year. 


Per capita state-local taxes—which 
grew heavier in every state—ranged 


from a low of $221 in Arkansas to a high 
of $576 in New York. California was a 
close second with $540 per person. 
Three other states—Hawaii, Nevada 
and Massachusetts—collected 
more 
than $450 per person. 
Total state-local tax take was $76.1 
billion in fiscal 1969, up $9.14 billion 
over 1968 and an increase of 60 per cent 
over 1964. Collections in 23 states are 
now past the $l-billion-a-year mark.

AWAY BACK 200 years ago 
.lean Jacques 
Rousseau 
ex­ 
pressed a threat from govern­ 
ments Rousseau charged most 
governments with what he 
called “ the love of governing.” 
In and out of Congress pseudo- 
liberals will hem, haw and stall 
about chopping down over­ 
grown government. They al­ 
ways deny it is overgrown. But 
they have simply stolen the lib­ 
eral label and falsified the con­ 
tents of the bottle. The true lib­ 
eral suspects, abhors and bat­ 
tles the octopus. 
THOMAS JE F F E RS O N knew 
why. “ In the normal course of 
events,“ he said, “ the bigger 
the government the greater the 
dangers to the people.’’ More­ 
over, as the super growth ex­ 
pands it can introduce what Je f­ 
ferson called “ the degrading 
motive of fear .’’ 
This column has been dealing 
with some aspects of that sub­ 
ject, including the revelation 
that 23 federal agencies now 
have direct access to our in­ 
come tax returns for an official 
total of 1 oo reasons.

It 
requires that men and women 
are not only able but encour­ 
aged to risk their savings and 
their time and efforts in any 
lawful venture in the hope of do­ 
ing a good job and earning a re­ 
ward, subject only to reasona­ 
ble taxation, commensurate 
with effort, risk and talent. 


MOST OF US KNOW there is 
no security in our changing 
world equal to the ability to 
qualify for a better job. Moreov­ 
er, we believe in the incredible 
genius of rare individuals and 
respect a country that encour­ 
ages that genius. 


With all this, the definitions of 
“ success’’ are innumerable. In­ 
evitably some succeed beyond 
others in life.

N EW Y O RK - Probably the 
biggest story of this or any year, 
from the standpoint of public 
impact, was the news that the 
city’s Human Resources Ad­ 
ministration had put up a wel­ 
fare family in a suite at the lux­ 
ury Waldorf Astoria Hotel— 
price, $76.32 a day. This— along 
with a report that more than 1,* 
100 welfare recipients were be­ 
ing put up in hotels at an aver­ 
age annual cost of $12,000 a 
year— caused more comment 
than, let us say, a picture of 
Mayor John Lindsay sporting a 
crew cut. 
THE MAYOR HAS, of course, 
charged that the Waldorf As­ 
toria incident— the hotel is now 
referred to as the Welfare As­ 
toria— was a put-up job to em­ 
barrass him. 
But since the 
practice of placing welfare cli­ 
ents in New York’s hotels is so 
prevalent, His Honor is obvious­ 
ly looking for a scapegoat. A 
clerk at the New York Hilton 
mumbled to me that it had also 
been favored, and rates there 
are equal to or higher than those 
at the Waldorf. 
T H E W E L F A R E hullabal­ 
loo— coming hard on the heels 
of a report that a public works 
project will cost up to $150 mil­ 
lion more than it was budgeted 
for because of “ errors” and an­ 
other report that the city’s man­ 
power program is a “ fragment­ 
ed, disjointed, overlapping con­ 
glomerate’’— has touched a 
nerve not only among New 
Yorkers 
but 
throughout 
the 
country. The mismanagement 
of New York’s affairs has been 
a bipartisan monstrosity, al­ 
though many in this economi­ 
cally beleaguered city insist 
that Mayor Lindsay is giving it 
a new magnitude. And the na­ 
tion’s cities, seeing themselves 
succumbing to the same dis­ 
ease, derive little discomfiture 
from New York’s plight. There 
are as yet no reports that Los 
Angeles is holing up its welfare 
clients at the plush Beverly 
Hills 
Hotel 
or 
the 
Century 
Plaza, but this may be only be­ 
cause Mayor Sam Yorty tries to 
be as tough as federal and other 
regulations permit him. 
H O W EVER, THE public bit­ 
terness goes beyond the proflig­ 
acy of the current incident. One 
governor has pointed out to me 
that 
in 
supervising 
welfare 
expenditures, he is hamstrung 
by a federally imposed rule that 
applicants for relief may not be 
investigated. Officials directing 
welfare programs must accept 


the unsupported word of appli­ 
cants that they have no other 
means of support. The effect of 
this regulation has been disas­ 
trous, as the state of Nevada re­ 
cently discovered. Making “ a 
check of its welfare recipients, 
it found that 22 per cent were re­ 
ceiving aid illegally and im­ 
properly. 
T H ESE D ISCLO SURES will 
hardly pump up support for the 
President’s Family Assistance 
Plan, which guarantees all 
Americans a minimum income, 
whether they work or not. My 
own limited observations indi­ 
cate that, given the present 
(claimed) imminent bankrupt­ 
cy of so many states and local L 
ties, 
a 
growing 
number 
of 
Americans are reexamining the 
concept that the role of welfare 
is not to prevent misery and 
starvation among those unable 
to find work, but is instead a 
means of providing them with a 
livelihood equal to that of those 
in the lower-income sector who 
are working and paying taxes. 
E V E N THE MOST liberal 
congressmen deplore the fact 
that welfare has become a way 
of life for millions of Ameri­ 
cans— a way that is passed on 
from parents to children. Yet 
there are those who, in making 
note of this trend, insist that it 
can be reversed only by giving 
the country more of the same. 
As a very important White 
House official toid me, the prob­ 
lem is complex and fraught with 
questions of extreme touchi­ 
ness. However, the country has 
to face up to them eventually. 
No one would deprive the legiti­ 
mately unemployed from assis­ 
tance adequate to keep body 
and soul together. But few have 
addressed themselves to ways 
and means that will rescue the 
welfare program from its quag­ 
mire. To do so takes courage 
and a willingness to be tarred 
and feathered as a heartless 
wretch thinking only in econom­ 
ic terms. 
IT CAN HARD LY be ques­ 
tioned, however, that unless 
some of the country’s best and 
most 
objective minds apply 
themselves to finding solutions, 
the welfare problem will drag 
down the rest of the country. 
The first and hardest hit of the 
sufferers, of course, will be the 
needy, should we arrive at such 
an eventuality. New York’s wel­ 
fare boo-boo, by focusing on 
something simple and dra­ 
matic, may help to alert gov­ 
ernment and people to a desper­ 
ate situation.

U N D ER THE P RE S E N T law, 
a person who has paid into So­ 
cial Security since its inception 
in 1937, but who either chooses 
to, or must, work past age 65 
may continue to pay the tax (or 
“ contribution” as Social Se­ 
curity literature calls it) in­ 
definitely. 
Since the payroll tax—once no 
more than $30 a year—has been 
increased progressively from a 
1958 maximum of $94.50 a year 
to $405.60 this year, this tax 
burden has cut more and more 
deeply into the elderly person’s 
income. Many elderly working 
people now pay considerably 
more in Social Security tax than 
in Federal income tax, 
the 
Federation notes. 
IF A PERSO N cannot live on 
the retirement benefits he has 
earned through 
the Social 
Security program —together 
with other means—he is put in 
the position of continuing to 
support the program indefinite­ 
ly, as long as he works. (He 
would, however, begin to re­ 
ceive Social Security checks at 
age 72, then no longer being 
subject to forfeiture for earning 
more than $140 a month.) 
IN CONTRAST, no 
Social 
Security tax is paid by a retiree 
who is able to live on savings, 
investment 
income.

Security benefits, etc. 
The continuing tax burden on 
working oldsters seems unfair 
to

Bu t then I’d soon elicit may be 
half a d ozen “Demerits” by 
say ing: 
“Are there any minor things 
abou t her that possibly irritate 
y ou a little? 
“For ex ample, if y ou cou ld 
tactfu lly change her withou t her 
being aware of y ou r action, are 
there any of her traits y ou ’d 
eliminate?” 
From these 1,144 single men, I 
thu s obtained hu nd red s of 
“Merits” as well as hu nd red s of 
“Demerits.”

GOP stalls Illinois Senate remap efforts 


S P RIN G F IEL D , 111. (A P) - 
Republican minority objections 
Tuesday stalled Democratic ma­ 
jority efforts in the Illinois 
Senate to create immediately 
Joint Senate-House committees 
to deal with reapportionment 
and constitutional implementa­ 
tion. 
The proposals were referred 
to the Senate Executive Com­ 
mittee. 
In the House, the Republican 
majority has already created 
separate committees to deal 
with the remap and con-con 
matters. 
Sen. Cecil Partee of Chica­ 
go, Democratic president pro 


tern, said the proposed joint 
committees would be formed of 
equal numbers of Democrats 
and Republicans and of equal 
numbers from each house 
Partee said he agreed with 
Sen. Hudson Sours, R-Peoria, 
who 
called 
reapportionment 
“ the most highly political bill 
in the Legislature." 
“ This is my motive.” Partee 
said, “ for trying to get it in 
an atmosphere as non-partisan 
as can be." 
“ It will be settled as quickly 
as possible with the same num­ 
ber of members from both 
sides." Partee added, “ so we 
can prove to the people we can 


be responsible, that we have 
the intention to pass a remap 
bill so the courts don't have 
to settle it or so a commission 
doesn’t settle the problem for 
us." He said it would save 
money and the time of both 
legislators and witnesses. 
Under the new Illinois consti­ 
tution, if the legislature has not 
adopted a redistricting plan ef­ 
fective by June 30. a legisla­ 
tive redistricting commission 
must be set up not later than 
July 10. 
Partee said joint hearings

inois 3rd in nation 
in legislative evaluation 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Illi­ 
nois ranked third in a an eval­ 
uation of 50 state legislatures 
announced today. 
The study was conducted by 
Citizens Conference on State 
Legislatures and measured the 
legislatures according to their 
procedures, rules and opera­ 
tions to determine their capa­ 
bility in performing policy-mak­ 
ing functions in state govern­ 
ment. 
The California legislature was 
ranked first, followed by New 
York, Illinois, Florida, Wiscon­ 
sin and Hawaii. Missouri was 
35th and Indiana 40th. 
The $200,000 study ranked the 
states in relation to one an­ 
other on five criteria: function­ 
al, accountable, informed, inde­ 
pendent and representatives. 
Illinois ranked 17th in func­ 
tional ratings; 4th in the ac­ 
countable category; 6th in in- 


formed; 2nd in independent 
and 13th in representative. 
The report stated that Illinois 
achieved its high ranking in re­ 
cent years since the statewide 
election of legislators in 1964 
and the rapid rate of legislative 
improvement maintained since 
reapportionment and the crea­ 
tion of the Commission on Or­ 
ganization of the General As- 
embly in 1965. 
The Citizens Conference rec­ 
ommended that for a state as 
large and developed as Illi­ 
nois. the compensation of legis­ 
lators ought to be in the $20,000 
to $30,0(H) a year range. 
Illinois legislators’ pay was 
recently raised from $12,000 a 
year to $17,500 a year. 
The report also singled out 
Illinois' legislature for its strong 
professional staff that provides 
year-round examination of state 
resources and program review, 


for having annual rather than 
biennial legislative sessions and 
for its unusual degree of legis­ 
lative openness and accessibili­ 
ty to the public. 


The Citizens Conference also 
pointed out weaknesses. It rec­ 
ommended the size of the House 
(177) be reduced to 100 or fewer 
members and a strengthening 
of minority party representation 
on major committees. 


The study also recommended 
that the Illinois legislature open 
a fulltime office in Washing­ 
ton, D C., to provide timely in­ 
formation on legislation.

Mo., is funded by several ma­ 
jor foundations and works with 
various citizens groups on ef­ 
forts to reform legislative sys­ 
tems.

SPRIN G F IELD , 111. (AP) 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie asked 
the Legislature Tuesday to en­ 
act tough laws requiring dis­ 
closure of political campaign 
spending and income received 
by public officials. 
“ We have reached a point 
of danger because of the loss 
of confidence in the democratic 
process in Illinois,” he said in 
a special message. “ We cannot 
afford further degradation.” 
He said the political cam­ 
paign spending proposal should 
cover every election and refer­ 
endum held in Illinois.” 
“ It should cover all cam­ 
paigns for public or party of­ 
fice from president down to the 
precinct level,” he said 
“ It 
should cover all political spend 
ing including financial support 
of party committees.” 


Ogilvie said the legislation 
should require disclosure of all 
political contributions received, 
identity of large contributors 
and a report on total political 
expenditures. 
“ These disclosures should be 
made on a regular and continu­ 
ing basis,” he said. “ Full dis­ 
ci some should also be required 
shortly before each election, so 
that the public can be the judge 
of practices that may be abus­ 
es.” 
He also proposed disclosure 
of all major sources of income, 
debts, gifts and honorariums by 
all elected Illinois officials who 
are paid more than $5,000 a 
year and by all appointed offi­ 
cials earning $20,000 or more. 
Ogilvie said false reports, 
material omissions and other 
violations should be punished 


as crimes. 
The governor recommended 
extension of the present gov­ 
ernmental ethics law to elected 
local officials receiving a salary 
of $5,000 or more and to ap­ 
pointed local officials paid $20,- 
ooo or more.

Ogilvie makes pitch for tough disclosure law 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie urged 
the Illinois Legislature today to 
enact stringent laws requiring 
full disclosure of political cam­ 
paign spending and income and 
other assets of state officials. 
In a special message, Ogil­ 
vie said, “we have reached a 
point of danger because of the 
loss of confidence in the Dem­ 
ocratic process in Illinois. 
“We cannot afford further de­ 
gradation.” he added. 
Ogilvie’s 
recommendations 
included: 
-E n a ctm en t of a political 
spending act requiring disclos­ 
ure of political contributions 
and major individual contribu­ 
tions was well as amounts 
spent in every election, refer­ 
endum and campaign. 
—Disclosure 
of 
all 
major 
sources of income, debts, gifts 
and honorariums by all elected 
Illinois officials who are paid 
more than $5,000 a year and 


by all appointed officials earn­ 
ing $20,000 or more. 
Ogilvie said false reports, ma­ 
terial commissions and other vi­ 
olations should be punished as 
crimes. 
“ It should also be a crime 
to promise any unethical offi­ 
cial action as a consideration 
or reward for political contribu­ 
tions,” he said. 
The proposed act should be 
administered by the State Elec­ 
toral Board, which is composed 
of top elected state officials 
and chairmen of the two ma­ 
jor parties, Ogilvie said. 
He recommended that the 


board be empowered to make 
investigations 
and 
to obtain 
court orders if necessary. 
Ogilvie 
also 
recommended 
that the present governmental 
ethics act be extended to all 
elected local officials receiving 
a salary of $5,000 or more a 
year, and to all appointed lo­ 
cal officials paid $20,000 or 
more. 
Ogilvie 
said 
his proposals 
were not prompted by recent 
disclosures of a 
huge 
cash 
hoard left by the late secretary 
of state Paul Powell. 
“ The only way we can re­ 
build public confidence in offi­ 


cial integrity is to be tough,” 
he said. “And the only way to 
be tough is to be tough on ev­ 
erybody.” 
“We recognize that no one 
can 
guarantee 
or 
legislate 
morality,” he added. 
“ But we can expose to the 
glare of public scrutiny, to an 
inquiring press and to an in­ 
formed public those who would 
cut financial or ethical corners. 
We can increase the risk of ex­ 
posure and enlarge the threat of 
punishment.”

Airlin es ma kin g g reen s g reen er 


By MARTY RALBOVSKY 
N E W Y O RK (N E A )- The 
next time you’re sitting on one 
of those 727s, sipping Bourbon 
from a plastic cup en route to 
Steubenville, dip into the kan­ 
garoo pouch on the back of the 
seat in front of you and extract 
the house-organ magazine pub­ 
lished by the airline whose 
friendly skies you are in the 
process of flying. 


You will discover two things 
im m ediately: The magazine 
will have a one-word title (i.e., 
“ Airliner” ) and in it, starting 
somewhere 
around 
the 
fifth 
page, there will be a story about 
golf. 


Major airlines and golf are 
going hand-in-hand these days 
in a marriage made not at 2 0 ,0 0 0 
feet, but seven floors up in Man­ 
hattan skyscrapers. The major 
airlines in this country are 
spending millions of dollars an­ 
nually to sponsor and under­ 
write golf tournaments and, one 
might conclude, they are doing 
it for something more than just 
the privilege of calling some 
tournament in Phoenix “ The 
American Airlines Astrojet Golf 
Classic.” 
The next question, of course, 
is: W hy? Just why does Am eri­ 
can Airlines, for example, do­ 
nate $30,000 in prize money for a 1 
tournament whose contestants 
are major league baseball and 
football players, and another 
$1 2 ,0 0 0 
for a tournament whose 
contestants are hockey play­ 
ers— good skates, perhaps, but 
golfers? 
“ One of the reasons,” said 
Jack Mullins, senior vice presi­ 
dent of American, “ is because 
we, and the other airlines are 
attempting to promote our own 
business through golf. We at 
American feel golfers are mov­ 
ers, people who travel a great 
deal, people who think nothing 
of jumping on a plane in New 
York and flying south for a few 
days of golf in the middle of 
January. 


“ I ’d say American alone is 
spending three-quarters of a 
million dollars every year on 
tournaments and trips connect­ 
ed with golf. If the other airlines 
are spending that much, and I 
suspect some of them are, then 
the whole thing has become a 
multi-million-dollar setup. And, 
judging from our own success, 
I ’d say the money figures will 
be increasing and not decreas­ 
ing. 
“ B y associating ourselves 
with golf, we’re putting our 
name in front of the vast sports 
audience. W e’d like people— not 
only golfing people— to think of 
our airline as the airline of ath­ 
letes. We want them to identify 
with us, and I ’d say that’s pretty 
basic business logic. The fields 
for our biggest 
tournaments 
alone are comprised strictly of 
baseball, football and hockey 
stars. Getting them in golf sur­ 
roundings, we feel, attracts in­ 
terest for us from the followers 
of all four sports.” 
Eventually, the competition 
for golfing clientele may result 
in airlines bankrolling more 
high-priced stops along the PG A 
Tour, a la Dow Jones and Mon­ 
santo, or it may even wind up 
with a nine-hole tournament in­ 
side one of those 747s at 30,000 
feet somewhere over the Atlan­ 
tic. 
“ The way I see it,” said Mul­ 
lins, “ more people are going to 
have more time to devote to 
travel and recreation in the 
years to come and the competi­ 
tion for the sports and recrea­ 
tion traveler can only get more 
intense. W e’ve even got golf va­ 
cations in the works now for sin­ 
gle girls, secretaries and career 
women. And we’re thinking of 
putting on a little tournament 
for our own stewardesses, to in­ 
doctrinate them in the game so 
they can talk golf to passen­ 
gers.” 
It will not be called, contrary 
to popular rumor, “ The Coffee, 
Tee or Me Classic.”
